SIX FIREMEN 
IN HOSPITAL 


Thirteen Were Injured in Laige Fire 
at Montreal 


THEIR LIVES WERE IN DANGER 


Men Were Knocked Down by the Ex- 
plosion and Overcome by 
the Smoke- 


Montreal, Que. April 4.—Thirteen 
firemen were injured on Sunday night 
ata fire. which caused heavy damages 
to the cloak, and suit) manufacturing 
establishment of J. H. Waldman & Co, 
on St. Paul street. Most of the in- 
juries were caused by an explosion 
of back draught in the lower floor of 
the building, which blew several of the 
firemen out of the place and knocked 
others down, being overcome by 
smoke before they were dragged out. 

Six of the men had to be taken to 
hospitals, Fireman Livingstone having 
his head cut and severe burns on his 
face aud hands, white Vireman -Mon- 
cette was also badly burned about the 
face, neck and hands. Four other 
men were nearly suffocated and tak- 
en to the hospital unconscious. ‘They, 
however, were not seriously injured. 
The rest of the patients were suffer- 
ing from slight suffocation or burns 
and cuts which were attended to on 
the spot. 

It was one of the most serious out- 
breaks for a year ‘past and the work of 
the firemen was handicapped by the 
narrowness of the street, which is one 
of the old Jane-like streets of the 
down-town districts. 

Owing to this the fire proved a dif- 
ficult one to handle, and the loss to 
stock and machinery is, placed at, be- 
tween about $80,000 and $90,000 with 
insurance of $60,000. Damages to the 
building will bring the total losses up 
to $125,000, partly covered by insur- 
ance. The Waldman firm had been 
heavily hit by the recent strike in the 
cloak manufacturing business and 
their present Idéses will come at a 
most. inopportuge time. All the in- 
jured firemen gfe doing well.

London, April 4.—London newspap- 
ers ordinarily print only the briefest 
news bulletins about the condition of 
the King’s health. The King is at 
Miarritz and has not been well for a 
fortnight. Newspapers say he is suf- 
fering from a bad cold, but the fact is 
that he has had more than cold to 
cause his physicians to worry. He has 
not been robuse since his recovery 
from the operation that nearly proved 
fatal at the time of his coronation, 
His throat is weak and any cold causes 
inflammation that frequently produces 
almost suffocation. The King's phy- 
sicians always have a tank of oxygen 
handy to relieve choking attacks that 
alflict the King often nowadays. His 
general health is fairly good for a 
man of his age, but his physicians 
never take chances and.when he de- 
velops a cold keep him indoors as they 
did for a week at Biarritz.

Four Liberal Groups. 

“The House of Commons represents 
about the same amount of power as 
would an equal number of men with 
wooden arms unless you who happen 
to be a member are in the government 
or-are expected to be. There has been 
a tremendous change in the Commons 
in twenty years, for in that time the 
power of the private members has 
been reduced to a nullity. 

“The present Liberal Governnient 
is broken into four groups. First, there 
are the Irish, with cighty votes that 
are always in the market. ‘Something 
for Ireland,’ they are always crying, 
and I do not blame them. Then there 
are the Labor members, all paid by the 
different trade organizations to which 
they belong and whose object is to 
divert taxation for what are called 
social objects, which means taking 
property from men who have it and 
giving it to those wha have not. They 
would turn over to the state all the 
means of producing and make every 
home a hovel of the state, into which 
the inspector might be admitted at any 
hour of the day or night to sce wheth- 
er the occupant was doing his duty 
as a citizen. They would take away 
property, make the fool the equal of 
the wise man, and pay the man who 
will not work the same wages as the 
man who will. 

“Then there ts the Liberal party, 
which is split into two irreconcilable 
sections, one strongly imperialistic, ad- 
vocating a powerful navy, and follow- 
ing the old Gladstonian traditions of 
finance, favoring sound modern and 
progressive reform, and holding that 
the citizens must be left free as far 
as possible of state control in building 
up his business and his home. This 
wing is led by Mr. Asquith, Sir Ed - 
ward Grey and Mr. Haldane. 


One ‘Section Socialistic 


“Then there is the other section of 
the Liberal party which is strongly 
socialistic, opposed to a powerful navy 
and crying peace when there is no 
peace and not likely to be, in favor 
of universal arbitration and putting 
great burdens of taxation on the thrif- 
ty and industrious classes. This wing 
in led by Lloyd-George, whose great 
qualification, and I may add, his only 
one, is that he is a brilliant speaker. 
He calls himself a ‘child of the moun- 
tains.’ and ‘a son of the people,’ but 
in the twelve months in which he has 
been in office as Chancellor of the ex- 
chequer he has got the finances of our 
country into the most awful muddle of 
any Chancellor-since the days of Lord 
North. 

“Those veto resolutions of the 
House of Commons, stripped of all 
their verbiage, simply mean that Great 
Britain is to be ruled by a single 
chamber, and in the lifetime of one 
party any measure, however repulsive 
to the country it may be, must be 
passed by. the House of Lords, or must 
go to the King for approval when 
have passed it three times in one 
session of Parliament. 

“In my ‘judgment the English elec- 
tors have got to choose between an 
efficient second chamber or no second 
chamber at-all. If we have a second 
chamber ‘it ought to be greatly re- 
duced in numbers from the size of the 
House of Lords. ‘The hereditary prin- 
ciples should:-no longer be recognized, 
and if I had my way we would clean 
out every Bishap who sits as a legis- 
lator. 


Noncoriformists Not United 


“For some years I was chairman 
of the 200 Nonconformists in Parlia- 
ment, but I could never induce them 
to.act with vigor and unity. If that 
had been possible the Nonconformists 
could have obtained anything they 
wished in the last parliament. As it 
is the great reforms for which there 
is the greatest demand, namely, equal 
religious rights throughout the land 
and ‘the rescue of the elementary 
schools from the control of denomina- 
tional teachers and the clergy, will get 
no attention from ¢he present pat- 
liamenst.

G. B. HUGHES IS HERE

Tells of Completion of C.N.R. Survey 
Through the Mountains 


G. B. Hughes, locating engineer for 
the C.N.R., reached the city ‘this 
morning, after spending $ix months in 
the wilds, working on the line to and 
through the Yellowhead Pass. Mr. 
Hughes tells of the dramatic meeting 
between his party and that of Hanning- 
ton’s, at Moose Lake, in the dead of 
winter. and in the midst of a mountain 
wilderness, two. hundred miles from 
any other human being. Neither party 
thought that the other had progressed 
so rapidly with their portion of the 
work, and so neither was expectng the 
other. It was about noon on the 15th 
of January when the two parties 
caught sight of cach other simultan- 
eously. There was a cheer, and the 
two men hastened to greet cach oth- 
er. It was a momentous occasion, for 
it meant that the survey of the Can- 
adian' Northern Railway from Edmon- 
ton to Kamloops was completed, and 
the first step mt the construction of the 
line. finished. 

Work was continued until March 
11th in finishing up various parts of 
the survey, and on that day Hughes 
and his party of sixteen men started 
on their return to Edmonton. It was 
snow and winter weather part of the 
way, and then when the level was 
reached the party came in wagons 
from about 200 miles west of here to 
Wolf Creek, when they came in on
